As  you  will  probably  remember,  in  the  fall,  the  School  completed  its  accreditation  by  the  Canadian  Educational 
Standards  Institute.  This  is  the  second  time  we  have  been  through  the  process  —  the  first  being  in  1991.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  we  were  again  accorded  sustaining  membership,  the  highest  level  of  commendation. 

The  Visiting  Committee's  report  contained  useful  recommendations  for  our  consideration.  Over  the  next  year  to 
eighteen  months,  we  will  address  them  on  a  comprehensive  basis. 

The  work  of  the  Institute  is  to  help  schools  improve.  Their  report  commented  on  the  fact  that,  yes,  Selwyn  House  is 
a  good  school.  What  was  equally  apparent  to  the  Visiting  Committee  was  how  much  Selwyn  House  continues  to  strive  to 
be  better. 

I'd  like  to  emphasize  three  major  but  distinct  areas  of  school  life  in  which  the  school  had  been  planning  to  allocate 
significant  resources  —  financial,  human  and  organizational.  This,  all  before  we  knew  the  CESI  recommendations. 

The  first,  the  Capital  Campaign  project,  Making  Room  for  the  Future,  is  about  quality  -  giving  excellent  teachers 
running  excellent  programmes,  better  tools  in  an  environment  more  conducive  to  good  teaching  and  learning. 

The  second  is  a  three-year  plan  to  continue  the  integration  of  technology.  More  about  this  new  programme  is  featured 
on  pages  8  and  9  in  this  issue  of  The  Parents'  Newsletter. 

The  third  is  the  re-organization  of  parent  volunteers  into  a  Parent  Volunteer  Association.  The  Association  was  created 
this  year  to  organize  and  formalize  many  volunteer  initiatives  that  had  been  very  effective  but  ad  hoc  in  past  years.  We  are 
absolutely  delighted  at  the  resources  and  help,  enthusiasm  and  expertise  which  have  been  generously  provided  to  the  school. 

We  have  completed  a  busy  year  at  the  School  and  look  forward  to  next  year's  challenges.  I  wish  all  Selwyn  House 
families  a  happy  summer.  ._^|.

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Betty  Fox  Visits  Selwyn  House 
A  Mothers  Memories  ofCanadas  Hero

On  Monday,  April  17,  2000,  Selwyn  House  School 
was  delighted  to  have  Mrs.  Betty  Fox  as  a  guest 
speaker.  Mrs.  Fox  is  on  a  cross-Canada  tour  visiting 
schools  and  communities  to  celebrate  the  20th 
anniversary  of  Terry  Fox's 
Marathon  of  Hope,  which 
was  Terry's  quest  to  run 
across  Canada  to  raise 
awareness  and  funds  for 
cancer  research. 

Mrs.  Fox's  memories 
touched  all  of  us,  as  she 
vividly  recounted  her  son's 
childhood  and  his 
tremendous  will  and 
determination  to  be  the 
best  he  could  be,  whether  it 
was  in  the  classroom,  on 
the  basketball  court  or 
accomplishing  a  task.  His  strength  was  illustrated  when  he 
launched  a  plan  to  run  across  Canada  in  1980  with  an 
artificial  leg.  Running  26  miles  a  day,  for  a  period  of  four 


months,  is  an  arduous  task,  even  for  the  healthiest  of  runners. 
The  stories  Mrs.   Fox  told  of  her  son  and  his  efforts 

inspired  all  of  us,  and  they  were  a  valuable  lesson  for  even  the 

youngest  of  our  students,  many  of  whom  did  not  know  who 

Terry  Fox  was.  Mrs.  Fox's 
commitment  to  her  son's 
dream  is  a  truly  powerful 
story  of  a  mother  and  her 
family's  devotion  to  helping 
find  a  cure  for  cancer. 

I  certainly  will  do  my 
best  to  see  that  Selwyn 
House's  annual  Terry  Fox 
Run  will  continue  to 
provide  our  students  with 
an  opportunity  to  learn  the 
importance  of  raising 
money  to  combat  this 
terrible  disease.  Since  1987, 

Selwyn  House's  staff  and  students  have  raised  some  $200,000 

for  cancer  research.    .^,^

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Technology  at  Selwyn  House: 

The  Next  Step

A  recent  trend  in  K-12 
education  in  the  United  States, 
Canada,  and  Australia,  has 
been  the  move  to  "laptop  schools" 
where  students  acquire  a  laptop  that 
they  carry  to  and  from  school  and  use 
in  their  classes.  Commonly  called 
"Anywhere,  Anytime  Learning,"  this 
movement  is  rapidly  gaining 
popularity  in  both  private  and  public 
schools.  For  example,  the  state  of 
Maine  recently  announced  a  $50 
million  dollar  initiative  to  get  laptops 
into  the  hands  of  every  Grade  7 
student  in  the  State.  Here  in  Canada,  a 
number  of  private  schools  have  joined 
the  laptop  movement. 

At  Selwyn  House,  we  have  spent 
the  last  year  and  a  half  studying  the 
laptop  movement,  attending  laptop 
conferences,  and  talking  with  other 
schools  in  the  private  sector  who  have 
adopted  the  laptop  model,  as  well  as 
with  schools  who  have  rejected  laptops. 
We  have  considered  many  factors 
including  the  school's  mission  and 
statement  of  purpose,  teaching  faculty, 
parent  and  student  body,  current 
computing  and  network  facilities,  and 
physical  facilities.  Other  factors  to 
note:  Selwyn  has  a  very  strong  formal 
computer  program  from  Kindergarten 
through  Grade  1 1 ;  our  teaching  faculty 
has  already  started  integrating 
computer  use  in  their  teaching  and 
class  projects,  and  they  are  anxious  to 
do  more;  and,  over  90%  of  families 
with  boys  attending  Selwyn  House 
already  have  at  least  one  computer  at 
home,  most  of  these  with  Internet 
access.  After  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
and  thoughtful  deliberation,  we  have 
developed  our  own  version  of  a  "laptop 
project"  which  is  one  part  of 
a  larger  technology  plan  for  Selwyn 
House. 


The  laptop  portion  of  the  plan 
does  not  require  students  to  purchase 
or  lease  a  laptop,  but  we  do  hope  to  be 
able  to  provide  more  access  to 
technology  tor  students.  Form  teachers 
from  K-6  will  be  assigned  a  laptop  for 
their  class  and  their  own  use.  Fifteen 
other  teachers  throughout  the 
Elementary,  Middle,  and  Secondary 
Schools  will  be  assigned  laptops,  and 
teachers  who  perform  both 
administrative  and  teaching  roles  will 
be  given  a  laptop  as  well.  Over  fifty 
percent  of  the  teaching  faculty  will 
have  a  computer  to  use. 

In  addition,  a  class  set  of  22 
laptops  will  be  purchased  and  stored 
on  a  mobile  cart  for  any  class  to  sign 
out  and  use.  This  "roving  lab"  will  use 
a  wireless  network  lor  Internet  and 
server  access,  and  individually,  these 
machines  will  be  available  on  a  sign- 
out  basis  when  not  in  use  as  part  of  the 
class  set. 

An  additional  technician  will 
maintain  all  equipment,  and  two 
computer  science  teachers  will  have 
lighter  teaching  loads  in  order  to 
become  integration  specialists  and 
assist  other  teachers  in  using  the 
computers  in  their  classes. 

This  plan  targets  teachers  more 
than  students  for  the  reasons  below: 

Communication 

Teacher-student  and  teacher-parent 
communication  will  be  enhanced  via 
resources  such  as  email,  and  a  new 
project  we  have  started  called 
ThinkWave.  This  is  a  programme  by 
which  student  grades,  class  handouts, 
and  other  relevant  information  can  be 
posted  on  a  secure,  private  individual 
web  site  for  a  student  and 
his  parents.  Many  Selwyn  students  in 
the   Middle   and    Secondary   Schools 


have  already  used  ThinkWave  and 
parents  will  be  given  more  information 
in  September. 

Teaching  and  Learning  Medium 
Teachers  are  anxious  to  use  computer 
technology  in  their  classes,  and  having 
access  to  their  own  computer  at  all 
times  assists  and  encourages  teachers  to 
use  computers.  It  will  also  prepare 
teachers  for  the  ever-increasing  use  of 
technology  in  schools  and  by  students. 
We  do  not  want  to  create  a  situation 
where  there  is  a  "gap"  between  teachers 
and  students  because  of  varying 
degrees  of  computer  usage.  A 
comprehensive,  on-going  series  of 
professional  development  workshops 
will  be  offered  to  faculty,  and  they  will 
be  encouraged  not  to  use  the  computer 
for  it's  own  sake,  but  as  an 
enhancement  to  the  curriculum.  The 
computer  can  be  a  great  presentation 
tool,  research  tool,  and  one  of  the  best 
mediums  for  constructivist  learning 
practices. 

To  supplement  the  ThinkWave 
project,  look  for  more  class  and  teacher 
web  pages  linked  via  the  main  Selwyn 
House  web  page  next  year. 

Student  Access 

TO  Computing  at  Home 

A  large  majority  of  Selwyn  House 
students  have  access  to  computers  and 
the  Internet  at  home.  With  a  set  of 
laptops,  in  addition  to  the  two  fully 
equipped  computer  labs,  students  will 
have  access  to  computers  at  school,  and 
they  will  be  shown  how  to  email  work 
back  and  forth  between  home  and 
school.

While  it  is  not  a  mandatory  part  of  any  class,  students  who  have  laptops  and  wish  to  bring  them  to  school  for  a  project 
or  presentation  will  be  encouraged  and  welcome  to  do  so. 

The  laptops  we  have  decided  to  purchase  are  IBM  A-series  ThinkPads  with  a  Pentium  III  700  Mhz  processor,  which 
is  the  fastest,  most  sophisticated  laptop  available  at  this  time.  Supporting  technology  including  LCD  display  units, 
SmartBoards,  printers  and  scanners  will  also  be  increased  and  available  for  use  by  any  class. 

As  mentioned,  the  laptop  project  is  part  of  a  larger  technology  plan  that  includes  a  three-year,  rotational  budgeting 
process  that  will  allow  us  to  replace  computers  on  a  regular  basis  every  three  years.  That  means  there  will  be  no  computer 
older  than  three  years  in  the  school.  This  process  will  begin  this  summer  when  we  purge  the  older  computers  and  replace 
them  with  newer  desktops  and  laptops.  Standardization  of  hardware  and  software  was  a  driving  principle  behind  this  plan. 

Constant  reassessment  and  evaluation  of  these  plans  are  necessary.  If  we  find  that  the  mobile  set  of  laptops  is  in  great 
demand  and  enhances  the  teaching  and  learning  that  occur  at  Selwyn,  we  have  plans  to  acquire  another  set.

The  Bard  strikes  again. 
Senior  Players  Tackle  Henry  IV,  Part  I

This  year's  senior  drama 
production  was  William 
Shakespeare's  Henry  IV,  Part  /, 
directed  by  Alex  Ivanovici.  One  of  the 
Bard's  most  famous  histories,  the  play 
is  set  in  fifteenth-century  England, 
during  a  time  of  great  political 
turmoil. 

King  Henry  IV  (played  by  Brett 
Watson,  a  professional  actor),  a 
newcomer  to  the  English  throne  after 
the  deposition  of  King  Richard  II, 
reigns  over  a  country  beset  by  civil  strife 
and  conflicts  with  neighbouring 
countries. 

The  play's  main  plot  deals  with  a 
rebellion  that  is  plotted  against  the 
king,  led  by  the  ferocious  warrior, 
Hotspur,  (played  by  Jacob  Harris,  9C). 
Weaving  nimbly  between  court  and 
tavern  scenes,  the  play  also  involves 
the  hilarious  antics  of  Sir  John  Falstaff 
(played  by  Daniel  Wilner,  lOB)  a 
corpulent  ageing  knight  who  has 
sunken  to  depravity,  and  his 
interaction  with  the  king's  rebellious 
eldest  son  and  heir  to  the  throne. 
Prince  Hal  (Alex  Black,  11 B). 

As  relations  between  King  Henry 
and  the  rebel  group  grow  increasingly 
strained,  Hal  accepts  his  role  in 
relationship  to  his  father  and  rebukes 
Falstaff,  who  refuses  to  change  his 
crooked  ways.  In  a  famous  soliloquy. 


Falstaff  pragmatically  rationalizes  his 
lack  of  courage  by  explaining  that 
honour  is  a  term  given  only  to  the 
dead.  The  play's  final  act  depicts  the 
events  of  the  civil  war  that  inevitably 
erupts,  in  which  King  Henry  fights  to 
defend  his  throne. 

The  play  itself  is  considered  one  ot 
Shakespeare's  most  famous  histories. 
In  part,  this  recognition  is  due  to  the 
creation  of  the  incredible  comic 
character  Falstaff,  who  contributes 
beyond  the  usual  jester  clown  role  to 
touch  on  the  important  themes  ot  the 
play,  including  honour  and 
pragmatism.  Falstaff  serves  his  most 
crucial  role  in  demonstrating  the 
senselessness  of  the  chivalrous 
interaction  that  existed  between 
members  ot  the  medieval  court. 

The  play's  other  major  character  is 
Prince  Hal,  considered  the  hero  of  the 
play,  who  is  quite  dynamic  in  his 
coming-of-age.  Seen  at  the  play's 
debut  as  a  son  rebelling  against  his 
lather  through  thievery  and  partying, 
he  quickly  becomes  a  full  supporter  of 
his  lather's  enterprise.  In  the  end,  he  is 
a  key  player  in  the  final  battle  and  is 
seen  to  be  an  up-and-coming 
benevolent  despot.  The  type  of 
compassionate  authority  which  he 
exemplifies  would  serve  as  a  model  lor 
future  rulers  such  as  Elizabeth  I. 

The  true 
strength  of  Henry 
IV  comes  from  its 
complexity. 
Shakespeare  attempts 
to  blur  the 
traditional  boundaries 
between  heroes  and 
villains  and  the 
definition  of  these.

Each  multi-dimensional  character 
is  placed  in  opposition  to  another 
character.  Shakespeare  goes  beyond 
the  conventionally  accepted  values  for 
sympathy  and  heroism  in  challenging 
the  audience  to  decide  lor  themselves. 
Yet  again,  Shakespeare  proves  his 
mastery  of  the  written  word  and  of  his 
introspection  into  human  nature. 

The  production  of  the  play  was  of 
the  usual  intensity.  Olficial  rehearsals 
began  only  after  Spring  Break,  giving 
the  cast  and  crew  a  mere  three  weeks 
to  put  on  the  show.  The  play  was 
staged  in  the  round  meaning  the 
audience  sits  on  all  four  sides  of  the 
stage.  This  somewhat  more  modern 
form  ol  staging  attempts  to  mirror  the 
three-dimensional  reality  of  physical 
interaction  and  drama,  challenging 
both  actor  and  director  alike.

To  produce  such  an  effect,  the  production  crew  had  to,  in  fact, 
build  an  enclosed  small-scale  theatre  in  the  Lucas  Gymnasium.  In 
the  end,  the  environment  created  a  very  intimate  atmosphere, 
making  the  play  an  extraordinary  experience  for  the  audience  and 
the  actors. 

The  modern  aspect  of  the  play  was  furthered  by  flashy  rave- 
motif  costumes  and  new-age  music.  Also,  the  Senior  Players  were 
joined  on-stage  by  two  professional  actors,  making  the  experience 
truly  educational.  Overall,  the  play  was  a  tremendous 
accomplishment  and  all  involved  are  to  be  greatly  thanked  for  their 
contribution  to  an  excellent  production.

England,    deals   with    many   subjects   seen    in    today's   capitalist 
democracy:    individualism,   honour,    free   will,   and   freedom   of     Prmce  Hal,  played  hy  Alex  Black,  11 B,  King  Hairy  IV, 
opinion.

Mr.  Larry  Smith,  President  and  CEO  of  the  Montreal  Alouettes  was 
present,  as  well  as  Mr.  Kerry  Stirton,  Vice-President  of  Strategic  Planning  for  Bombardier  Aerospace,  and  Mr.  Vince 
Guzzo  '86,  Executive  Vice-President  of  Guzzo  Cinemas. 

On  the  second  day,  the  Grade  1 1  students  visited  several  different  workplaces  in  and  around  Montreal.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  the  Canadian  Space  Agency,  and  speaking  with  NASA  Space  Representative  Dr.  Dipak  Talapatra. 
Amongst  other  relevant  topics.  Dr.  Talapatra  spoke  about  the  changing  workplace  and  the  importance  of  recognizing  this 
phenomenon. 

This  two-day  marathon  of  career  awareness  was  meant  to  expose  our  graduating  class  to  actual  workplaces,  giving  us 
a  tangible  encounter  and  a  useful  experience  that  will  no  doubt  facilitate  the  integration  into  the  workplace  that  we  shall 
all  have  to  make.

Recently  I  watched  an  interview  take  place  on  PBS's 
evening  Newshour  Wit\\]\m.  Lehrer  {www.pbs.org).  The  man 
being  interviewed  was  Bill  Joy,  co-founder  ol  Sun 
Microsystems  in  California,  darling  of  the  Java  nuts,  and 
author  in  April  of  a  lead  story  for  the  tech  magazine  Wired 
(www.wired.eom/archive/8.04/joy.html)  called  "Why  the 
future  doesn't  need  us. " 

Up  for  discussion  was  the  possibility  that  by  AD  2030 
computer  power  will  have  evolved  to  the  point  that 
nanotechnology,  robotic  replication,  and  the  finer  points  of 
biogenetics  will  pose  a  real  threat  to  the  humans  who  have 
created  them.  Mr.  Joy  pointed  to  the  rapid  increase  in 
computer  power  we  have  seen  so  recently  and  said  his  own 
eyes  were  opened  by  an  encounter  at  a  conference  with  his 
friend  Ray  Kurzweil,  author  of  The  Age  of  Spiritual  Machines 
(available  in  the  SHS  Library)  who  had  no  doubt  the 
evolution  would  continue  and  that  serious  thought  should 
be  given  to  means  to  control  it.

The  Wired  archive  site  holding  Mr.  Joy's  article 
slowed  to  a  crawl  as  people  downloaded  the  essay  to  see  just 
what  the  author  felt  were  the  dangers  of  nanotechnology 
assembly  going  wild,  humans  desiring  immortality  wanting 
to  morph  themselves  into  robots;  robots  that  could  replicate 
themselves  could  even  produce  the  final  biogenetic  plague 
to  bring  about  the  extinction  of  the  species  that  created  the 
technology.  REALLY?  Now  that  is  scary.  If  you  are 
interested  in  the  details  of  this  discussion  please  feel  free  to 
borrow  some  of  the  books  Joy  mentions  in  his  article  which 
are  available  in  the  SHS  Library,  for  instance:  Ray 
Kurzweil's  The  Age  of  the  Spiritual  Machines;  Hans 
Moravec's  Robot:  Mere  Machine  to  Transcendent  Mind  and 
Laurie  Garrett's  The  Coming  Plague.
